MINISTERIAL STAFF RERORMS. 


The report of the Commission, which, under 
the Presidency of Mr. P.W. Machell, Adviser 
to thé Ministry of Interior, recently met to 
consider the question ofthe Ministerial staff, 
has been presented and, if the version we 
have been privileged to peruse is correct, a 
step in the right direction. is likely to be the 
outcome of the Commission: 

As might be expected the Commission has 
attacked the question at the root, the principal 
step being the criticism of the present sys- 
tem by which the Ministers move their quar- 
ters annually to Alexandria during the sum- 
mer season: as a matter of fact there is noth- 
ing to be said against this in itself. The fact 
that each Minister is accompanied by one or 
more secretaries is freely commented ow and 
to the most superficial observer it is evident 
that the division of the staff must be extremely 
prejudicial to the work of the departments 
concerned, not, to mention the increasedjcor- 
respondence cog by the separation of 
the principals’from the centre of operations 
and the subsequent extra work entailed on 
the staff,and the passage of messengers bet- 
ween Cairo and Alexandria. 

The Commission suggested that the Mi- 
nisters either transfer the whole staff from 
Cairo to Alexandria during the summer months

Excellency :— We, the workmen of the Na- 
tional Printing office at Boulac, have the 
honour to bring to your kind notice the follow- 
ing :— Our Director has established for us an 
Association with the ‘object of creating a fund 
to provide for acvidents ete. occuring to the 
members. This furid has been formed by the 
retention of 3% of our salaries, joined to an 
equal sum granted by the Ministry of Finance. 
Three years after its establishment; @ loss of 
LE. 310 resnlted from the purchhse of shares 
of companies, which has been, done without, 
the conkent of any member of the Association. 
Fearing that the remaining sum,will be lost 
the members ‘decided to dissolve the Associa- 
tion. A petition to the effect was signed and a 
copy-of'same presented’ to the Direbtor with 
the indication that the original js kept with 
Mr. Laurino, the Chief of the European work- 
men, and is ready to be presented when re- 
quired. But, the Director refused to give any 
answer to our petition, though our demand is 
only the application of Art. 33 of the regula- 
tions of the Association, approved by the 
Ministty*of Finance-by their decision of Novem- 
ber 22nd 1903, The Article states : 
~ “The Association will be dissolved -for any 
of the following reasons : . Bae 

“1. Troubles oceurring in the Printing Office 
by the Administration of the Association. 

“2. Dissentions among members 

“3. Decision of the Gerieral Assembly of the 
Association. =< 

“4. Considerable decrease of the members,” 

All these conditions have ,béen fulfilled, 
troubles and dissentions occurred, the General 
Assembly decided and the petitioners were 
more than 3/4 of all the workmen; in other 
words the whole staff ‘except the recent work- 
men. In spite of all this, the Association \was 
not dissolved. _ 

There fs nothing in the regulations which 
makes membetship obligatory : no the contrary, 
it is understood that’ members of the Associa- 
tion are (not entitled to any. gratification or 
increase But the Director has been acting in a 
despotic manner in-this respect towards the 
employés. To giyé an example : oné of our 
number, Mr. Chupin, who has not joined the 
Association during the last 3 years, was officially 
notified by the Director that no gratification 
or increase will be’ granted to him until he 
joins the Association, It was for this reason 
that all his companions were ‘increased and 
promoted, while he was. neglected in spite of 
his being the eldest and most capable. 

Seeing that the Director does not approve of 
dissolving the Association, and that he has 
been displeased from petitioners, they re- 
quested the modification of Articles 17 and 22 
regarding the employment of the fund and the 
manner of granting indemnities to members 
dismissed--for economy etc, so that these 
articles become as those of the regulations in 
the Association of other administrations, The 
old workmen of thé Printing Office are tho- 
roughly acquainted’ with: their work, haying 
practised the same operations for years. But 
they are not promoted. French workmen from 
Cairo and Paris are brought and appointed 
chiefs in spite of their ignorance and incapacity. 
Their only qualification for the high salaries 
they receive is their nationality.

The Stock Markets.

This morning the old firm of Messrs. Star- 
key, Leveson, and Cooke have been declared 
defaulters, but this has not had a very serious 
effect, markets being quiet and featureless.
